The Scripture does 
not mention any vifible head of the Church: Much 
leſs does it mention the Pope as ſuch: And leaſt of 
all does it ſay, that it is neceſſary to ſalvation, to be 
ſubject to him. 

2. The Papiſts ſay, The Pope is Chriſt's Vicar, 
St. Peter's Succeſſor, and has the fupreme power on 

earth over the whole Church. 
We anſwer, Chriſt gave no ſuch power to St. Pe- 
ter himſelf, He gave no Apoſtle ee over 
the reſt. Vea, St. Paul was ſo 
ledging St. Peter's Supremacy, that he withſtood him 
to the face, (Gal. ii. 11.) and aſſerted himſelf not 
to be behind the chief of the Apoſtles. | 

Neither is it certain, that St. Peter was Biſhop of 

Reiss No, nor that he ever was there. 
But, they fay, Is not Roe the Mother, and 
ann che Miſtreſs of all Churches?“

3. St. Paul ſays „All Scripture is hs 5 Infbira- 
tion of God, and is profitable for dottrine, for reproof; 
fer correction, for inſtructian in righteouſneſs, that the 
man of God may be perfect, throughly furniſhed unto all 
good works. 

The Scripture therefore being delivered by men 
divinely infpired, is a rule ſufficient of itſelf : So it 


neither needs, nor is capable of, any ne addi- 


tion. 


Vet the Papiſts d Tradition to Scripture, wad re- 


© it to be received with equal veneration. By 


raditions they mean, «Such points of Faith and 
Practice as have been delivered down in the Church 
from hand to hand without writing.“ And for ma- 


ny of theſe they have no more Scripture to ſhew, 


than the Phariſees had for their traditions. | 

4. The Church of Reme not only adds Tradition 
to Scripture, but ſeveral entire Books; namely Tobit 
and Judith, the Book of Wiſdom, Ecele eftaſticus, Ba- 


ruch, the two Books of Maccat-es, and a new part of 


E/ther and of Daniel. Which whole books, ſays 
the Church of Rome, whoever rejecls, let him be 
accurſed.”? 

We anſwer, We cannot but reject thew: We 
dare not receive them as part of the Holy Scrip- 


- tures. For none of theſe Books were received as 


ſuch by the Ze Church, 20 whom were committed 
the Oracles of God. Rom. iii. 2. Neither by the 
Ancient Chriſtian Church, as appears from the ſix- 


ntietb Canon of the Council of Laodicea: Wherein 
is a Catalogue of the books of Scripture, without

And they were not 
only permitted, but required to read them; yea, 
to be conſtantly converſant therein.

Agreeable to this, our Lord commands to Search tbe

read in all the Churches, 4 Theſſ. v. 27. Certainly 
this Epiſtle was wrote in a tongue which all of them

But they ſay, « If people i in general w were to read: 
the Bible, it would do them more harm than good.“ 
1s it any honour to the Bible to ſpeak thus? But

- unſtable and ignorant men, who wreſted both St. Paul's:

they did not: They only cautioned them, Not bo be 
led away by the error of the wicked. And certainly

Now if a 
purgation in another world were neceſſary for any,

All their Service is every where performed in the 

Latin tongue, which is no where vulgarly under- 

ſtood. Yea, it is required, and a 2 is denoun- 


ced againſt all thoſe who ſay, it ought to be per- 


formed in the vulgar tongue. 
This irrational and unſcriptural Practice, deſtroys 
the great End of Public Worſhip. The end of this 


is, the Honour of God in the edification of the 


Church. The Means to this end is, to have the 
Service ſo performed as may inform the mind, and 
increaſe Devotion. But this cannot be done by that 
Service which is performed in an unknown tongue. 

What St. Paul judged of this, is clear from his 
own words. /I know not the meaning of the voice 
(of him that ſpeaks in a public aſſembly) he that

. Meantime we cannot but wonder at the application 
which the church of Rome continually makes to Her, 
of whoſe Acts on Earth the Scripture ſo ſparingly. 
ſpeaks. And it ſays nothing of (what they ſo pom - 
pouſly celebrate) her Aſſumption into Heaven, or 
of her Exaltation to a throne above Angels or 
Archangels, It ſays. nothing of, her being. “ the 
Mother of Grace and Mercy, the Queen of the 
Gate of Heaven,” or of her “ Power to deſtroy all. 
Hereſies, and bring = all things to all.?“ The 
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F. The Romaniſts pay a regard to the Relics of 
the Saints alſo, which is a kind of Worſhip. By 


Relics they mean the Bodies of the Saints, or any 


remains of them, or particular things belonging or 
relating to them when they were alive; as an Arm 


| or Tg „Bones, or Aſhes ; or the Place where, 


or the Things by which they ſuffered. They vene- 
rate theſe, in order to'obtain the help of the Saints. 
And they believe, by theſe, many benefits are con- 
ferred on Mankind: that by © theſe relics of the 
Saints, the fick- have been cured, the dead raiſed, 
and devils caſt out.“ | |

We read of good King Hezekiah, That he brate 
in pieces the brazen ſerpent which Moſes had made, 


2 Kings xviii. 4. And the reaſon was, becauſe the 
children of Jſrael burnt incenſe to it. By looking 


up to this, the people bitten by the fiery ſerpents 
had been healed. And it was preſerved from ge- 


neration to generation, as a memorial of that di- 
vine operation. Yet when it was abuſed. to Ido- 
latry, he ordered it to be broke in pieces. And 
were theſe true Relics of the Saints, and did they 
truly work theſe miracles, yet that would be no 
ſufficient cauſe for the Worſhip that is given them. 
Rather this Worſhip would be a good reaſon,' ac- 
cording to Hezekiah's Practice, for giving them a 
decent interment. e e 

6. Let us next conſider, what reverence the Church 
of Rome requires to be given to Images and Pictures. 


She requires ** to kiſs them; to uncover the head; 
to fall down before them, and uſe all ſuch poſtures 


of worſhip as they would do to the perſons repreſent- 
ed if preſent.” And accordingly, . the Prieſt is to 


direct the -people to them, that they may be wor- 


ſhipped.” They ſay, indeed, that in falling

« The parts of a Sacrament are, the Matter, 
and the Form, or Words of Conſecration. So, in 
Baptiſm, the Matter i is Water; the Form, 7 d bag

On this we remark, "Pater Lonband kved about 
1140 years after Chriſt. And he was the firſt that 
ever determined the Sacraments to be ſeven. St. 
Auſtin (a greater than he) poſitively affirms, That 
there are but two of Divine Inſtitution,” - _ 

Again, To ſay, That a Sacrament conſiſts of 


Matter and Form, and yet either has no Form, as 


Confirmation and Extreme Unction (neither of 
Which is ever pretended to have any form of words, 
inſtituted by God himſelf) or has neither Matter 
nor Form, as Penance or Marriage, is to make 
them Sacraments and no Sacraments. For they do 
not anſwer that definition of a Sacrament which 
themſelves have given. | 
2. However, they teach, that all theſe: feven 


confer Grace ex opere operato, by the work itſelf, on 


all ſuch as do not put an obſtruction.“ Nay, it is 
not enough, that we do not put an obſtruction. In 
order to our receiving Grace, there is alſo required 
previous Inſtruction, true Repentance, and a degree 
of Faith.

© Equally' cola? is that Doctrine of the Church 
of Rome, t that in order to the validity of any Sa- 
crament, it is abſolutely neceſſary the perſon who

For it follows, that, wherever there is not this In- 
tention, the Sacrament is null and void. And ſo 
there is no certainty, whether the Prieſt, ſo called, 
be a real Prieſt: for who knows the intention of 
him that ordainel him? And if he be not, all his 
Miniſtrations are of courſe null and void. But if 
he be, ean I be Tire that r intention was holy, f in 
adminiſtering the Baptiſm, or the Lord's Supper ? 
And if it was' not, they are no Sacraments at all, 
and all our attendance on them is loft . 

3. 80 much for the Sacraments i in general, let us 
now proceed to particulars. | 

„ Baptiſn, ſay the Romaniſts, * may in caſe 6 ne- 
e be adminiſtered by Women, yea by Jews, In- 
fidels, or Heretics.” No: our Lord this Com- 
miſſion only to the Apoſtles, and their Succeffors i in 
the Miniſtry.

of. the Church of Rome, That „ no faith is to be 


kept with Heretics?” Can, I believe one word that 
a man fays, who eſpouſes this Principle? J know 


it has been frequently affirmed, that 1 Church of 
Rome has renounced this doctrine. But I aſk, 


When or where ? By what public and authentic 
act, notified to all the world? This principle. has 
been publicly and openly avowed by a whole Coun- 
eil, the ever renowned Council of Conſtance (an 
Aſſembly never to be paralleled, either amo 

Furks or Pagans, for regard to Juſtice, Mercy, and 
'Fruth !) But when and where was it as publicly 


_difavowed ? Till this is done in the face of the ſunz 


this Doctrine muſt ſtand before all mankind, as an 


=vowed Pranciple of the Church of Rome. 


And will this operate only toward Hergtit:? 
— the ſuppoſed Enemies of the Church! 
Nay, where men have once learned, not to keep 
faith witk Heretics, they will not long keep it to- 
wards: Catholics. When they have once overleaped 
the bounds of Truth, and Habituated themfelves to 


will 
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will they not eaſily learn, to behave in the ſamie 


manner toward all men? So that inſtead of 1 - 
away all Hing: they will put away all truth! An 


inſtead of having 79 guile found in their mouth, there 
will be found nothing elſe therein! ö 
Thus naturally do the Principles of the Romani/ts 
tend to baniſu Truth from among themſelves. And 
have they not an equal tendency to cauſe Lying 


and Diſſimulation among thoſe that are not of their 
Communion; by that Roniſh Principle, That Force 
is to be uſed in matters of Religion? That if men 
are not of our Sentiments, of 

ſhould thus compel them to come in? Muſt not this, in 


our Church, we 


the very nature of things, induce all thoſe over 
whom they have any power, to diſſemble, if not 
deny thoſe opinions, who vary ever fo little from 
what that Church has determined? And if an ha- 
bit of Lying and Diſſimulation is once formed, it 
will not confine itſelf to matters of Religion. It 
will aſſuredly ſpread into eommon life, and tincture 
the whole converſation.

Again. Some of the moſt eminent Roman Caſu- 


iſts, (whoſe books are duly licenſed by the Heads 
of the Church) lay it down as an undoubted Maxim, 
That although, malicious Lies are Sins, yet “ officious 
Lies, that is, Lies told in order to do good, are not 
only innocent, but meritorious.” Now, what a 
flood-gate does this open for Falſhood of every 
kind! Therefore this Doctrine likewiſe has a natu- 
ral tendency to baniſh Truth from the earth. 

One Doctrine more of the Romi/h Church, muſt 


not here be paſſed over; I mean, that of 4b/olution by 


a Prieſt ; as it has a clear direct tendency to deſtroy 
both Juſtice, Mercy, and Truth, yea to drive all 
Virtue out of the world. For if a man (and not al- 
ways a very good man) has power to forgive ſins: 
If he can at pleaſure forgive any violation, either of 
Truth, or Mercy, or Juſtice : What an irreſiſtible 


temptation muſt this be to men of weak or corrupt 


minds | Will they be 3 with regard to any 


pleaſing 
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pleafio Sig, FRG they can be abſolved upon ay 
terms? And if, after this, any ſcruple remain, is 


not a Remedy for it provided: ? Are there not Papal 


Indulgences to be had? Yea, Plenary Didulgences? I 
have ſeen one of theſe which was purchafed. at 
Rome, not many years ago. This fingle Poctrine 
of Papal Indulgences ſtrikes at the root of all Re- 

ion. And were the Church 6f Rome ever ſo 
ch in all other reſpects, yet, till tis power of 
forgiving fins, whether by Prizftly Abſolution or Pa- 
«pal Indulgences, | is openly and abſolutely” diſclaim- 
ed, and till theſe practices are totally aboliſhed, 
there can be no ſecurity in that Church, for any
